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CURRENT ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN CANADA 


From a broad standpoint economic conditiens in Canada remained remark- 
ably steady during 1938. A constructive feature was the strong financial back- 
ground. The prices of Dominion Government bonds ruled higher than at any 
time since the early years of the century. Notice deposits and readily available 
assets of the banks were at extremely high levels and commercial and industrial 
loans recorded a gain. A slight increase was also shown in security holdings, 
emphasizing the strong liquid position of the banks. Firm resistance was 
offered to the influences of depression. Productive operations showed marked 
expansion in the latter part of the year after having been well maintained at 
the lower level established twelve months ago. Field crops, which in 1937 were 
at a lower point than in many years, showed marked improvement mainly due 
to better moisture conditions in western provinces. Expansion in metal mining 
operations was a stimulus, the output of copper and lead rising to a new max- 
imum, contributing greatly to activity in several mining districts. Develop- 
ments during the year added to Canada’s position as a producer of gold and 
petroleum. 

Mining : 

Despite the four per cent decline in the value of mineral production which 
resulted mainly from the drop in base metal prices, there were several outstanding 
developments in the mining industry during the year just ended. The industry 
over a period of years has measurably offset contraction in other lines of activity 
by increasing its production and extending its frontiers. Gold output reached 
a new peak, widening the productive field. Crude petroleum output more than 
doubled. The discovery of an extensive copper ore body at the Waite-Amulet 
mine added greatly to the economic importance of the property. A railway 
was completed to serve the mining belt in the north-westerly section of Quebec. 
Copper, lead and zine were produced in greater quantities than ever before. 
Established on a firm basis, Canada’s mining industry reacts favourably on the 
whole economic life of the country. 

Gold mining again broke all records with a gain of 14 p.c. over the maximum 
reached in the preceding year. The output accounted for 51 p.c. of the total 
value of Canadian primary metals and 37 p.c. of the production of our entire 
mineral industry. While prospecting was less active than in 1937, enlargement 
and improvement programs were conducted at many old and well-established 
workings and several new mines were developed in remote regions, where air- 
plane transportation continued to play an important part. Stimulated by the 
higher price of gold which makes possible their profitable operation, many fields 
that had been abandoned in earlier years were reopened. 

An outstanding event in the development of-natural resources was the 
expansion of the Alberta oil fields. During the first eleven months of last year 
38 new wells were brought into production and at the end of the period drilling 
operations were in progress on 15 other wells. Proration of production has 
been put into effect pending the development of markets and of facilities for 
refining and distribution. Canadian production at 6,870,000 barrels worth 
$11-5 million was more than double the output of the preceding year. 

Mineral production was estimated at $440-6 million against $457 -4 million, 
a decline of 4 p.c. from the maximum established in 1937. 


Fisheries and Trapping 

The fishing industry of the Maritime Provinces was rewarded with good 
catches in 1938. Difficult marketing conditions developed as demand slackened 
in several European countries and other outlets had over-abundant supplies. 
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The exports of fish in the twelve months ended November declined 4 p.c. in 
value from the preceding year. 

The salmon canned in British Columbia to November 26 was 1,697,000 
cases of 48 pounds each. The pack in the same period of 1937 was 1,509,200 
cases. The catch of sockeyes was one of the largest in years and prices were 
well maintained. 

As fur production is largely exported, the downward fluctuation in the 
outward movement indicates that the high value level of 1937 was not repeated 
in the year under review. The value of exports in the twelve months ended 
November, 1938, was $13,360,000 against $19,321,000. 


External Trade 

Canadian exports were close to the billion dollar mark. The decline of 
14 p.c. from 1937 was mainly due to the short supply of wheat during the early 
part of the year, the decline in metal prices and the depressed conditions in 
external markets, especially the United States. Shipments of wheat in bushels 
were 37 p.c. less for the first seven months of 1938 compared with the preceding 
year, while trade with the United States in the twelve months ended November 
declined about $191 million. Trade with the United Kingdom was practically 
equal to that of the preceding year, a gain in base metals and gold largely off- 
setting the decline in farm products. 

Canada had a credit balance from external trade during 1938 of about 
$280 million against $316 million. In 1938 exports of domestic products 
totalled about $913 million and goods re-exported, about $43 million, while 
imports were $677 million. Exports in 1937 were $1,110 million, goods re- 
exported, $15 million and imports, $809 million. 

The large increase from $15 million to $43 million in goods re-exported in 
1938 compared with the preceding year was mainly due to shipment of coined 
gold. The gold reserve was made up of coined gold and bar gold. The Bank 
of Canada was able to sell certain coined gold at a premium and replace it with 
newly refined gold bars from Canadian mines. As these coins were brought 
into Canada perhaps a generation ago, they are listed as foreign goods exported. 
Had they not been sold and replaced by gold bars, the latter probably would 
have been exported to the United States and swelled the export totals of domestic 
products. 

Gold earmarked for an external purchaser but held in Canada does not 
appear in the export statistics until it actually leaves the country. Replacing 
gold coins with gold bars and holding earmarked gold in Canada for external 
owners accounted for more than half of all the gold produced last year by Can- 
adian mines. It is estimated that Canadian mines produced about $164-6 
million in new gold last year while the domestic exports in gold bars were $43 
million. Gold bullion, n.o.p. valued at $57 million brought into Canada in12 
months ending November was not included in the trade statistics, presumably 
being held here for owners outside the Dominion. 

Canada’s trade for December was quiet as the new trade agreement with 
the United States came into effect on January 1 and since the tariff was reduced 
on many commodities, trade was postponed, the terms of the agreement having 
been made public on November 17. 

Canada, in the twelve months ended December, 1938, had a debit balance 
with the United States, buying about $425 million worth of goods from that 
country and selling about $357 million. The trade in 1937 was more even, 
imports from the United States totalling $491 million and exports $482 million. 

Canada had a credit balance with the United Kingdom of about $244 
million with exports of $363 million and imports of $119 million. The figures 
in 1937 were $406 million and $147 million, respectively. 

Tourist Trade 

During the first nine months of 1938 foreign automobiles entering Canada 
for touring purposes on 60-day permits declined approximately 9 p.c. as com- 
pared with the similar period of 1937, while cars on 48-hour permits declined 
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approximately 3 p.c. There was a decrease of about 8-6 p.c. in tourist, etc., 
entries as reported by immigration officers. Available information indicates 
a recession in the value of the tourist trade to Canada in 1938. Among the 
factors which contributed to the curtailment in tourist spending were the econ- 
omic conditions in the United States during the greater part of the year. 
Balance of Payments 

Canada’s income from external sources in 1938 was smaller than in the 
previous year although still of unusually large proportions. While it is yet 
too early to completely measure all of the principal changes in the balance of 
payments, sufficient information is available to reveal some of the significant 
developments during the year. It is apparent that reduced credit balances 
from the merchandise and tourist trades were partly offset by a record balance 
of external credits from the sale of gold. Payments of interest and dividends 
to investors abroad ceased to rise in 1938 and the net payments may have been 
somewhat reduced. It is fairly safe to conclude that net payments for freight 
and miscellaneous services were also on a smaller scale. As a consequence of 
these changes, Canada’s credit balance on current account of goods, gold and 
services will probably be more comparable in size to that experienced in 1935 
than to that of any other year. 

Capital movements between Canada and other countries have also under 
gone changes in 1938. The net retirements of Canadian securities owned abroad 
that have been such a prominent feature of the Canadian capital account in 
the past few years were at a comparatively low level in 1938. Amounts of 
bond issues maturing during the year were smaller than in previous years and 
fewer issues owned abroad were called for redemption. In additiori to this, 
some of the maturing issues were refinanced by new issues abroad as, for in- 
stance, by new flotations of Dominion government issues in London and New 
York. 

An inward movement of capital to Canada has characterized the trade 
in outstanding securities throughout most of 1938, in contrast to a predominant 
outward movement in 1937. During the first eleven months of 1938 sales of 
securities by Canada to all other countries exceeded purchases by more than 
$36 million, in contrast with net purchases of about $5 million during the corres- 
ponding period in 1937. The change in the direction of the movement of capital 
through the trade in securities between Canada and the United States was even 
more impressive. Whereas, in these months in 1937 there were net purchases 
from the United States of $38-7 million, in 1938 net sales amounted to about 
$28 million. Opposite tendencies are evident, however, in the trade in secur- 
ities with the United Kingdom. A balance of sales to that country in 1937 
changed to a balance of purchases by Canada in the first eleven months of 
1938. On the other hand, the movement of capital from other overseas coun- 
tries to Canada has expanded and in November record demand from these coun- 
tries developed for Canadian securities. 

Canadian securities have constituted the major part of this international 
trade in securities. Practically all of the inflow of capital has been for the 
acquisition of Canadian securities. Canadian bonds and stocks have both 
shared in this foreign demand, although the largest part of the sales to the 
United States and to the other overseas countries have been predominantly 
sales of the common and preferred stock of Canadian companies. Dominion 
government bonds were sold on balance to each of the three regions, the United 
Kingdom, the United States, and other countries. Sales of Dominion guar- 
anteed and corporation bonds to the United States were also appreciable. 

Other groups of capital movement are difficult to estimate at present. 
There is reason to believe, however, that they continued to be outward on 
balance, although in somewhat smaller volume than in 1937. 

Employment 
Industrial employment, while showing a recession from the recent maximum 


of the latter part of 1937, was generally maintained at a relatively high level 
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as compared with the period from 1930 to 1936. On a seasonally-adjusted 
basis, a recession occurred in the first half of 1938, the index dropping from 117-8 
in January to 111-4 in July. Stout resistance to depressing influences was in 
evidence during the remainder of the year. 

The net result was that the total number of wage-earners was greater in 
the last quarter than in the same period of any other year except 1937. The 
number at work was also greater than in the last quarter of the years from 1930 
to 1936. The number of unemployed though lower than in any similar period 
from 1931 to 1935, was greater than in any other year for which estimates have 
been prepared, considerably in excess of the figures for 1936 and 1937. 

Factory employment as recorded in the index averaged 111-2 in 1938 or 
slightly lower than the 114-4 of the same period of 1937. The increase over 
1936 was nearly 8 p.c., when the situation was better than in any previous 
year since the beginning of the decade. While employment in manufacturing 
plants was less active than in the preceding year, most of the industries employed 
larger working forces than in 1936. 

Contraction was shown in logging camps during the early part of the year, 
but recovery was evident in the last quarter even after seasonal adjustment. 
The gain in metal mining more than counterbalanced declines in coal and non- 
metallic minerals, the composite being higher than in any other year. Highway 
construction recorded a gain of about 14 p.c., while working forces on building 
operations were fully maintained. Employment in trade was steady at a level 
slightly above that of the preceding year. 

In two of the five economic areas employment was more active than in 
1937, some decline being recorded for the Maritimes, Ontario and British Col- 
umbia. 

Internal Trade 

Excepting only in automotive and a few other lines dealing in durable or 
luxury merchandise, retail trade was well maintained compared with 1937. 
Monthly sales from January to November for twelve lines of retail business 
dealing in food, clothing and household effects and requirements fluctuated 
within a limit of 8 p.c. from the same period of 1937, while cumulative figures 
for the first eleven months reveal a decline of only 2-1 p.c. from the preceding year. 

There were 121,411 new motor vehicles sold for $135-3 million in 1938, 
down 16 p.c. in number and 9 p.c. in value from the 144,441 units which retailed 
for $149-2 million in the same period of 1937. In the last quarter the unfavour- 
able comparison was reversed, sales having shown advances of 11-4 p.c. and 
6-1 p.c. respectively. The decline in June had been 35-4 p.c. in the number 
sold and 28-8 p.c. in value. ; 

Relative movements in urban and rural retail purchasing may be observe 
from results for department stores and country general stores, respectively. 
Department store sales averaged 3-9 p.c. lower in the first eleven months com- 
pared with the same period of 1937. On the other hand, the sales of country 
general stores were fully maintained, gains in the Prairie Provinces offsetting 
losses in other regions of the country. The grocery trade was not only main- 
tained but sales during the year were actually running ahead of 1937, according 
to monthly returns from a large number of chain store companies. Monthly 
comparisons were mainly favourable with the result that the average for the 
first eleven months was 2-2 p.c. greater than in 1937. 
Security Prices 

Reaction on the stock markets at the end of the first and third quarters was 
counterbalanced by subsequent rallies. The net result was that no important 
trend either in an upward or downward direction developed during the year. 
Stocks strengthened in the final week and year-end prices were close to the 
maximum for the preceding fifteen months. The expansion in industrial opera- 
tions during the last four months of the year afforded support, but reaction in 
wholesale prices injected a note of caution. The depressing effects of almost 
continuous political troubles in Europe and Asia must be considered in appraising 
speculative conditions. 
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Dividend payments by companies in Canada during 1938, according to 
unofficial estimates, were close to the maximum recorded in the preceding year, 
the total being $322-5 million against $323-7. 

Stocks listed on the Montreal Stock and Curb markets had a total value 
of $5,252-million on November 30 last against $4,780 million on the same date 
of 1937. The comparable total for the Toronto Stock exchange was $4,984 
million against $4,565 million. 

Consistent firmness on the bond market during the year resulted from a 
combination of a growing demand and the relative lightness of new borrowings. 
Thus of the year’s aggregate of around one billion in Dominion, provincial and 
municipal financing, about $830 million was for refunding purposes, and of the 
extremely light corporation total of some $79-5 million only $36-3 million 
represented new money. General public demand and increasing purchases from 
Britain and continental Europe continued to maintain the market when the 
banks were less active on the buying side. Several company operations involving 
new money for expansion purposes were effected in the latter part of the year, 
and additional issues, some for substantial amounts, are in prospect for 1939. 

General market tendencies were very similar to those of the two preceding 
years with domestic issues predominating, persistence of low interest rates, 
continued wide differential in yield between short and long term bonds and 
emphasis upon shorter term financing. Differing from the immediately pre- 
ceding years, new money formed a larger portion of the total money borrowed. 
Dominion and provincial borrowing in 1939 will include maturing obligations 
exceeding $200 million. 

December conditions 

Recession was shown in business operations in December from the relatively 
high level of the three preceding months. Most of the 46 factors used in this 
connection were at a lower level than in November. The exports of nickel and 
copper showed considerable decline and lead production was at a lower position 
in the last month for which statistics are available. The exports of zinc rose 
from 18-2 million pounds to 31-2 million. Gold shipments to the Mint were 
greater than in any other month in history. After seasonal adjustment a slight de- 
cline was shown from the preceding month. Gains were recorded in silver shipments 
and in bauxite imports, while the exports of asbestos showed marked recession. 

The manufacture of foodstuffs was at a considerably lower level, the index 
receding from 118-4 to 105-4. The output of sugar was 144 million pounds 
against 158 million and the index of inspected slaughterings dropped from 142-6 
to 123-4. The release of cigars was somewhat greater after seasonal adjust- 
ment, while a considerable decline was shown in cigarettes. The textile industry 
was more active, the consumption of raw cotton rising from 9-1 million pounds 
to 9-7 million. Gains were also recorded in the imports of cotton yarn and 
raw wool. Owing to the gain in the movement of planks and boards, the 
forestry index was nearly maintained. A decline was shown in the output of 
newsprint. The exports of planks and boards were 157 million feet against 156-9 
million in November, a notable advance being registered after seasonal adjustment. 

Pig iron production showed a gain in the last month of the year while steel 
ingots were produced in lesser volume. The output of automobiles was 18,670 
units against 17,992. Petroleum imports showed a marked decline, the total 
having been 40-9 million gallons against 128-4 million. The construction 
industry was more successful in obtaining new business after seasonal adjust- 
ment, the decline in contracts awarded being less than normal for the season, 
the index rising from 51-0 to 75-6. The index of electric power production 
dropped from 226-4 to 221-6. The railway freight movement was nearly 
maintained after seasonal adjustment, the index dropping from 74-2 to 73-7. 
External trade participated in the decline in economic operations, the index 
of imports, dropping about ten points to 75-8. Exports were valued at $70-5 
million against $94-1 million.

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STATISTIQUE COURANTE DE LA SITUATION ECONOMIQUE AU CANADA 


Dans un sens large les conditions économiques canadiennes ont été remarquablement stables 
en 1938. Un arriére-plan financier solide est le trait constructif. Le cours des obligations 
fédérales s’est tenu plus haut qu’en aucun temps depuis le commencement du siécle. Les dépéts 
A préavis et l’actif immédiatement réalisable des banques ont touché des niveaux extrémement 
élevés et les préts commerciaux et industriels ont. augmenté. II y a aussi une légére augmen- 
tation dans les valeurs en portefeuille, faisant ressortir la forte position liquide des banques. 
Les influences de dépression ont rencontré une forte résistance. Les opérations productives 
accusent une expansion marquée la derniére partie de l’année aprés s’étre bien maintenues & 
leur niveau plus bas d’il y a 12 mois. Les grandes cultures, qui en 1937 touchaient le minimum 
de plusieurs années, se sont bien améliorées surtout 4 cause de meilleures conditions d’humidité 
dans les provinces de |’Ouest. L’expansion des opérations miniéres métalliq... a été un stimu- 
lant; la production de cuivre et de plomb a touché un nouveau maximum, ce qui a grandement 
contribué a l’activité de plusieurs districts miniers. Les développements de l’année ont fortifié 
la position du Canada comme producteur d’or et de pétrole. 

Mines 

Malgré la diminution de 4 p.c. en valeur de la production minérale qui provient surtout 
de la baisse des prix des bas métaux, il y a plusieurs développements saillants dans |’industrie 
miniére de l’année A peine terminée. Depuis quelques années cette industrie a considérable- 
ment contre-balancé la contraction d’autres lignes d’activité en augmentant sa production et en 
étendant ses bornes. La production d’or a atteint une nouvelle cime; le champ productif s’est 
élargi. La production de pétrole brut a plus que doublé. La découverte d’un vaste gisement 
de minerai de cuivre 4 la mine Waite-Amulet a grandement augmenté l’importance économique 
de cette propriété. Un chemin de fer a été terminé pour desservir la zone miniére du nord-ouest 
québecois. Le cuivre, le plomb et le zinc ont été produits en plus grandes quantités que jamais. 
Etablie qu’elle est sur une base solide, |’industrie miniére canadienne réagit favorablement sur 
toute la vie économique du pays. 

L’extraction de |’or a encore brisé tous les records avec un gain de 14 p.c. sur le maximum 
de 1937. La production contribue plus de 51 p.c. de la valeur globale des métaux primaires 
canadiens et 37 p.c. de la production de toute notre industrie minérale. Bien que la prospec- 
tion ait été moins active qu’en 1937, des programmes d’agrandissement et d’amélioration ont 
été poussés par plusieurs vieilles entreprises bien établies et plusieurs nouvelles mines ont été 
développées dans les régions reculées ov le transport aérien ne cesse de jouer un réle important. 
Stimulés par le meilleur prix de |’or qui en rend |’exploitation possible, plusieurs champs précé- 
demment abandonnés ont été ouverts de nouveau. 

L’expansion des champs d’huile d’Alberta est un événement saillant du développement 
des ressources naturelles. Les onze premiers mois de |’année, 38 nouveaux puits ont commencé 
& produire et a la fin de la période le forage allait bon train sur 15 autres puits. La proration 
de production a été mise en vigueur durant le développement des marchés et des facilités de 
raffinage et de distribution. La production canadienne (6,870,000 barils valant $11,500,000) 
est plus du double de celle de l’an dernier. 

La production minérale est estimée 4 $440,600,000 contre $457,400,000, déclin de 4 p.c. 
sur le maximum de 1937. 

Pécheries et piégeage 

Les pécheries des Provinces Maritimes ont fait de bonnes prises en 1938. Les conditions 
de la vente sont devenues difficiles alors que la demande a diminué dans plusieurs pays euro- 
péens et les autres débouchés avaient des approvisionnements surabondants. Les exportations 
de poisson les douze mois terminés avec novembre tombent de 4 p.c. en valeur en regard de 
1937. 

Le saumon en boftes de la Colombie Britannique jusqu’au 26 novembre donne 1,697,000 
caisses de 48 livres chacune, comparativement 4 1,509,200 caisses la méme période de 1937. 
La prise du sockeye est une des plus considérables et les prix se sont bien maintenus. 
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Comme la fourrure est largement destinée 4 l’exportation, la fluctuation 4 la baisse dans 
les expéditions indique que la trés forte valeur de 1937 ne s’est pas maintenue en 1938. La 
valeur des exportations les douze mois terminés avec novembre 1938 est de $13,360,000 contre 
$19,321,000. 

Commerce extérieur 

Les exportations canadiennes ne sont pas loin du milliard. Le déclinde 14 p.c. sur 1937 est 
da principalement aux faibles approvisionnements de blé la premiére partie de l’année et au 
mauvais état des marchés extérieurs, surtout des Etats-Unis. Les expéditions de blé en vol- 
umes baissent de 37 p.c. les sept premiers mois de 1938 sur 1937, tandis que le commerce avec 
les Etats-Unis les douze mois terminés avec novembre tombe d’environ $191,000,000. Le com- 
merce avec le Royaume-Uni est pratiquement égal A celui de 1937; le gain des bas métaux et 
de ’or contre-balance largement le déclin des produits agricoles. 

La balance favorable du commerce extérieur du Canada en 1938 est d’environ $280,000,000 
contre $316,000,000 en 1937. En 1938 les exportations de produits domestiques s’élévent a 
environ $913,000,000 et les réexportations, 4 environ $43,000,000; les importations valent 
$677,000,000. Les exportations en 1937 valaient $1,100,000,000; les réexportations $15,000,000; 
et les importations, $809,000,000. 

La grande augmentation de $15,000,000 4 $43,000,000 en réexportations en 1938 sur 1937 
est due principalement 4 l’or monnayé. La réserve d’or se constituait d’or monnayé et d’or 
en barres. La Banque du Canada a réussi 4 vendre 4 prime certain or monnayé et 4 le rem- 
placer avec de l’or en barres nouvellement affiné provenant des mines canadiennes. Comme 
cette monnaie est venue au Canada il y a une génération peut-étre, elle est enregistrée comme 
produits étrangers exportés. Si cet or n’avait pas été vendu et remplacé par de |’or en barres, 
ces barres d’or auraient probablement été exportées aux Etats-Unis et auraient grossi les expor- 
tations totales de produits domestiques. 

L’or affecté au compte d’acheteurs étrangers mais détena au Canada ne parait pas dans les 
statistiques des exportations tant qu’il ne quitte pas le pays réellement. Le remplacement de 
la monnaie d’or par de 1’or en barres et la détention de !’or affecté au Canada pour des proprié- 
taires étrangers comptent pour plus de la moitiéde tout l’or produit l’an dernier par les mines 
canadiennes. I] est estimé que les mines canadiennes ont produit environ $164,600,000 d’or 
nouveau |’an dernier tandis que les exportations domestiques d’or en barres sont de $43,000,000. 
L’or en lingots, n.a.é. évaiué & $50,000,000 qui a été apporté au Canada les 12 mois terminés 
avec novembre 1938 n’a pas été compris dans les statistiques du commerce, probablement parce 
qu’il était détenu ici pour des propriétaires étrangers au Dominion. 

Le commerce du Canada en décembre a été tranquille comme le nouvel accord commercial 
avec les Etats-Unis entrait en vigueur le ler janvier et, vu que le tarif était réduit sur bien des 
denrées, le commerce a été suspendu, les termes de l’accord ayant été faits publics le 17 novembre. 

Le Canada, les douze mois terminés avec décembre 1938, a une balance défavorable avec 
les Etats-Unis; il a acheté pour environ $425,000,000 de marchandises des Etats-Unis et vendu 
pour environ $357,000,000. Le commerce en 1937 était plus égal, les importations provenant 
des Etats-Unis valant en somme $491,000,000 et les exportations, $482,000,000. 

Le Canada a une balance favorable avec le Royaume-Uni d’environ $244,000,000: $363,- 
000,000 d’exportations et $119,000,000 d’importations. Les chiffres de 1937 sont $406,000,000 
et $147,000,000 respectivement. 

Le tourisme 

Les neuf premiers mois de 1938, les automobiles étrangers pénétrant au Canada pour fins 
de tourisme avec permis de 60 jours ont diminué d’environ 9 p.c. en regard de la période corres- 
pondante de 1937, tandis que les voitures avec permis de 48 heures ont baissé aussi d’environ 
3 p.c. Il y a baisse d’environ 8-6 p.c. dans le nombre d’entrées touristiques, etc., suivant les 
rapports des officiers de l’immigration. Les chiffres connus indiquent une réduction dans la 
valeur du commerce touristique du Canada en 1938. Parmi les facteurs qui ont réduit les 
dépenses des touristes, il faut mentionner les conditions économiques des Etats-Unis durant la 
plus grande partie de l’année. 

Balance des paiements 

Le revenu du Canada de sources extérieures en 1938 est plus faible qu’en 1937 bien qu’il 
soit encore de proportions extraordinairement grandes. Bien qu’il soit encore trop tét pour 
mesurer complétement tous les principaux changements dans la balance des paiements, les ren- 
seignements suffisent 4 révéler quelques-uns des développements importants de l’année. II est 
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manifeste que la réduction de balance favorable provenant du commerce de marchandises et 
du tourisme est en partie contre-balancée par une balance favorable extérieure sans précédent 
provenant de la vente de l’or. Les paiements d’intéréts et de dividendes aux capitalistes étran- 
gers ont cessé d’augmenter en 1938 et les paiements nets pour fret et autres services divers sont 
aussi moindres. A la suite de ces changements, la balance favorable du Canada en compte cou- 
rant de marchandises, d’or et de services sera probablement plus comparable en volume & celle 
de 1935 qu’a celle de toute autre année. 

Les mouvements de capitaux entre le Canada et les autres pays ont aussi subi des change- 
ments en 1938. Les retraits nets de valeurs canadiennes détenues 4 l’étranger, qui constituaient 
un trait si saillant du' compte capital canadien des derniéres années, touchent un niveau rela- 
tivement bas en 1938. Le montant d’émissions d’obligations arrivant 4 maturité durant |’année 
est plus petit que les années précédentes et moins d’émissions détenues a l’étranger ont été 
appelées pour rachat. En plus, quelques-unes des émissions échues ont été refinancées par 
de nouveaux emprunts A |’étranger comme, par exemple, les nouveaux emprunts fédéraux a 
Londres et & New-York. ep 

Un mouvement de capitaux sur le Canada caractérise le commerce de valeurs de tout repos 
durant presque tout 1938 contrairement & un mouvement de sortie en 1937. Les 11 premiers 
mois de 1938 les ventes de valeurs par le Canada a tous les autres pays dépassent les achats par 
plus de $36,000,000 contrairement A des achats nets de $5,000,000 environ la période corres- 
pondante de 1937. Le changement dans la direction du mouvement des capitaux par le moyen 
du commerce de valeurs entre le Canada et les Etats-Unis est encore plus impressionnant. Alors 
qu’en ces mois de 1937 il y a eu des achats nets des Etats-Unis de $38,700,000, en 1938 les ventes 
nettes s’élévent A prés de $28,000,000. Cependant il y a manifestement des tendances opposées 
dans le commerce de valeurs avec le Royaume-Uni. Une balance de ventes & ce pays en 1937 
s’est changée en une balance d’achats par le Canada les 11 premiers mois de 1938. D’autre 
part, le mouvement de capitaux des pays d’outre-mer sur le Canada s’est agrandi et en novembre 
les valeurs canadiennes ont rencontré une demande sans précédent de la part de ces pays. 

Les valeurs canadiennes constituent la grande part de ce commerce international de valeurs. 
Presque tout |’afflux de capitaux avait pour objet l’acquisition de valeurs canadiennes. Les 
obligations et titres canadiens ont participé 4 cette demande étrangére, bien que la plus grande 
partie des ventes aux Etats-Unis et 4 d’autres pays d’outre-mer soient surtout des ventes d’ac- 
tions ordinaires et privilégiées de compagnies canadiennes. Les obligations du gouvernement 
fédéral ont été vendues en solde 4 chacune des trois régions, le Royaume-Uni, les Etats-Unis et 
les autres pays. Les ventes d’obligations de corporation garanties par le gouvernement fédéral 
aux Etats-Unis sont aussi appréciables. 

Les autres groupes du mouvement des capitaux sont difficiles 4 estimer actuellement. Il 
y a lieu de croire cependant qu’ils ne cessent d’étre en solde sur |’étranger, bien que le volume en 
soit un peu plus petit qu’en 1937. 

Emploiement 

L’emploiement industriel, tout en indiquant une réduction du maximum de la derniére 
partie de 1937, se maintient généralement 4 un niveau relativement élevé en regard de la période 
de 1930 4 1936. D’aprés la base ajustée pour variations saisonniéres, il y a un recul la premiére 
moitié de 1938; l’indice tombe de 117-8 en janvier & 111-4 en juillet. Le reste de l’année a 
montré une vigoureuse résistance aux influences de contraction. 

Il en résulte en somme que le nombre total d’employés 4 gages a été plus grand le dernier 
trimestre que durant la période correspondante de toute autre année, 4 l’exception de 1937. 
Le nombre de gens au travail est aussi plus grand que le dernier trimestre des années de 1930 
& 1936. Le nombre de chémeurs, bien qu’inférieur 4 celui de toute autre période correspondante 
de 1931 4 1935, est plus grand qu’en toute autre année de statistiques connues et considérable- 
ment plus grand qu’en 1936 et 1937. 

L’emploiement dans les manufactures, tel qu’enregistré par l’indice, s’établit & 111-2 en 
1938, soit un peu moins que les 114-4 de la période correspondante de 1937. L’augmentation 
sur 1936 est prés de 8 p.c. alors que cette année-la la situation était meilleure que celle de toute 
autre année depuis le commencement de la décade. Bien que l’emploiement dans les manu- 
factures soit moins actif que l’an dernier, les industries pour la plupart emploient un plus fort 
effectif qu’en 1936. % «inal 

Il y a contraction dans les chantiers de bois au début de 1938, mais il y a reprise évidente 
durant le dernier trimestre, aprés ajustement saisonnier. Le gain des mines métalliques fait 
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plus qu’absorber les déclins dans le charbon et les autres métalloides; l’indice composite est plus 
élevé qu’en toute autre année. La voirie accuse un gain d’environ 14 p.c., tandis que l’effectif 
de la construction d’édifices se maintient trés bien. L’emploiement dans le commerce est ferme 
4 un niveau un peu plus élevé que celui de l’année précédente. 

Dans deux des cing régions économiques, |l’emploiement est plus actif qu’en 1937; il y a 
diminution pour les Provinces Maritimes, l'Ontario et la Colombie Britannique. 
Commerce intérieur 

A l’exception des automobiles et de quelques autres lignes de marchandises durables ou de 
luxe, le commerce de détail se maintient bien en regard de 1937. Les ventes mensuelles de 
janvier 4 décembre des douze lignes de commerce de détail, portant sur les aliments, le vétement 
et les effets et nécessités de ménage, fluctuent dans une marge de 8 p.c. en regard de la période 
correspondante de 1937 tandis que les chiffres cumulatifs des onze premiers aholerOvctegt t un 
déclin de 2-1 p.c. seulement sur l’année précédente. 

Les ventes de véhicules 4 moteur neufs sont de 121,411 unités ($135,500,000) en 1938, soit 
16 p.c. de moins en nombre et 9 p.c. de moins en valeur comparativement aux 144,441 unités 
($149,200,000) la période correspondante de 1937. Le dernier trimestre la comparaison défa- 
vorable a été renversée; les ventes accusaient une avance de 11-4 p.c. et de 6-1 p.c. respecti- 
vement. Le déclin en juin a été de 35-4 p.c. en nombre et de 28-8 p.c. en valeur. 

Les mouvements relatifs de l’achat au détail dans les villes et les campagnes peuvent s’ob- 
server 4 méme les rapports des magasins 4 rayons et des magasins généraux de campagne. Les 
ventes des magasins 4 rayons touchent une moyenne de 3-9 p.c. moins élevée les onze premiers 
mois en regard de la période correspondante de 1937. D’autre part, les ventes des magasins 
généraux de campagne se maintiennent bien; les gains dans les Provinces des Prairies contre- 
balancent les pertes dans les autres régions du pays. Le commerce d’épicerie s’est non seule- 
ment maintenu mais les ventes de l’année dépassent celles de 1937 suivant les rapports men- 
suels d’un grand nombre de compagnies de chatnes de magasins. Les comparaisons mensuelles 
sont favorables en général; il en résulte une moyenne pour ies onze mois de 2-2 p.c. plus grande 
qu’en 1937. 

Conditions en décembre 

En décembre les opérations commerciales quittent leur niveau relativement élevé des trois 
mois précédents. La plupart des 46 facteurs indiquant l’orientation économique sont & un 
niveau inférieur 4 celui de novembre. Les exportations de nickel et de cuivre baissent consi- 
dérablement et la production de plomb est moins grande le dernier mois de statistiques connues. 
Les exportations de zinc passent de 18,200,000 livres 4 31,200,000. Les’ expéditions d’or A la 
Monnaie sont plus fortes que jamais; aprés ajustement saisonnier, il y a léger déclin sur le mois 
précédent. Il y a augmentation dans les expéditions d'argent et les importations de bauxite, 
mais réduction marquée dans les exportations d’amiante. 

La production alimentaire est bien moins considérable; l’indice recule de 118-4 a 105-4. 
La production de sucre est de 144,000,000 de livres contre 158,000,000; l'indice des abattoirs 
inspectés tombe de 142-6 4 123-4. Aprés ajustement saisonnier, le dédouanement de cigares 
est un peu plus fort tandis qu’il y a déclin considérable de cigarettes. L’industrie textile est 
plus active; la consommation de coton brut passe de 9,100,000 livres 4 9,700,000. L’indice 
forestier demeure presque le méme 4 cause du gain dans le mouvement des madriers et planches. 
La production de papier 4 journal diminue. Les exportations de madriers et planches sont 
de 157,000,000 de pieds contre 156,900,000 en novembre, ce qui cause une avance notable aprés 
ajustement saisonnier. 

La production de fonte en gueuse augmente le dernier mois de l’année tandis que celle 
d’acier en lingots est moindre. Il y a production de 18,670 automobiles contre 17,992. Les 
importations de pétrole baissent beaucoup (40,900,000 gallons contre 128,400,000). La construc- 
tion, aprés ajustement saisonnier, est en meilleure posture; le déclin des contrats adjugés est 
inférieur 4 la normale saisonniére et l’indice passe de 51-0 4 75-6. L’indice de la production 
d’énergie électrique tombe de 226-4 4 221-6. Le trafic-marchandises des chemins de fer est 
presque le méme, aprés ajustement saisonnier, l’indice tombant de 74-2 & 73-7. Le commerce 
extérieur prend part au déclin des opérations commerciales; ]’indice des importations tombe d’en- 
viron 10 points 4 75-8. Les exportations valent $70,500,000 contre $94,100,000.
